WHEAT STILL GOING DOWN 


Wheat is declining in price with 


great rapidity, yesterday's price being 
quoted at $1.75. It slipped 15 pegs 
down, Tuesday when the price was an- 
nounced at $1.80 per bushel. Monday 
the price of wheat fell below the $2 
mark for the first time in four years, 
when the price was quoted at $1.95. 
The furth-er reduction follows a sharp 
decline on the Chicago markets. 
The 


pric-e of, our also dropped in Minneap- 
olis and unless wheat should make an 
unexpected recovery a general read- 
justment of flouri prices is expected 
and it is likely that people may soon 
be buying cheaper bread. One Balti- 
more baker yesterday announced a 
slight reduction in the price of his 
bread. 


Along with wheat and flour, an- 


nouncement was made of a new low 
price for the year of both raw vand re- 
fined sugar. Refined sugar was quot- 
ed at 12%, cents a pound. Corn and 
oats started downward in sympathy 
with wheat. Almost everything except 
paper shows a downward trend. Pa- 
per continues to advance on account of 
the scarcity.

This probably as much as anything 
else will give some idea of the state 
of mind of the Western Canada farm ­ 
er, as he watches the tally from the 
thrashing machine while his wheat is 
being carried to the elevator. 


From all sections of the country, 
the most optimistic reports are re­ 
ceived. the local and city papers are 
filled with reports from twenty to thir­ 
ty bushels of wheat to the acre, while 
In some places oats are showing a rec­ 
ord of as high as 1110 bushels to the 
acre. 


Referring to Saskatchewan, it is con­ 
fidently expected that the wheat yield 
will be nearly 125 million bushels. 


’ Heavy rains which fell in districts that 
I did not promise so well in July, had 
| greatly improved the prospects there, 
| and there Is no question that paying 
yields will be produced. 
The yields 
in the eastern part of the province 
may not show to the advantage that 
will those of the western part, but 
too much cannot ho said of this, for it 
is the results as they come from the 
machine, and often these prove happily 
deceptive. 


There is now every reason to believe 
that the wheat crop of the three prai* 
rle provinces will approach 250 mil­ 
lion bushels. 


Alherta will exceed the 70 million 
bushels that had been looked for. The 
average

will 
be 
considerably 
higher than it has been in the province 
In 
any 
of 
the 
last 
four 
years. 
The Department of Agriculture in a 
recent report gave the opinion that it 
cannot fall below twenty-two busbpls 
to the acre, and that It might easily 
pass 
the 
twenty-five 
bushel 
mark. 
Most of the wheat in the province 
when the report was written, stood 
well up to three feet high, and on 
some fields was still higher. 
The re­ 
port goes on that in parts of South­ 
ern Alherta forty and fifty bushels to 
the acre yields will not be uncommon, 
while there will be a good many yields 
of from thirty to thirty-five bushels 
to the acre. 


In the northwest part of the prov­ 
ince. in the country surrounding Bat- 
tleford and adjacent to the Canadian 
National Railway line to Lioydminster, 
and south the crops are excellent and 
the yield will be heavy. 


A larger than average wheat crop 
Is being thrashed In Manitoba. It has 
been estimated that the total yield 
of the three provinces will not be less 
than 225,000,000 bushels, and It may 
be that somewhere between 250,000,- 
000 and 300,000,000 bushels will be the 
final figure. 


Oats is a good crop in all three 
provinces. 
This crop has also growft 
rapidly during the last two or three 
weeks. 
Excepting from those flelda 
which were sown late for green feed, 
the yield will be heavy and the grain 
excellent. 
Barley and rye are above 
the average. There was sufficient help 
to harvest the crop.—Advertisement.

Hebt, or increase Its indebtedness to an 
amount exceeding two (2) per centum 
upon such assessed valuation of pro- 
perty, without the consent of the elect- 
ors thereof at a public election In such 
manner as shall be provided by Inw. In 
ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
the city'of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall be deducted from such debt 
so much of the debt of said city- as shall 
have been incurred, or is about to be 
Incurred, and the proceeds thereof ex- 
pended, or about to be expended, upon 
any public Improvement, or in the con- 
struction, purchase, of condemnation of

London—Not tlio least of the mai\y 
Ironies of the war has been the out­ 
witting in I'very direction of the much 
vaunted and elal)orate Cierman spy 
system by the English directorate ot 
special intelligenre, which long ago 
won the admiration of its American 
co-workers. 
Had England been less 
indilTerent to the (ionnan spy system 
which overran the country years and 
years before tlie war, she might have 
saved herself an immense amount oi 
trouble; but what was done during 
the 
war In 
circumventing Gorman 
treachery and cunning has been aina^.- 
ing. 
It would seem to have been a 
gigantic failure. And the explanation 
of that j’ailurc appears to lie in a 
very real understanding of tlie (4or- 
man mind on tiie part of the intelll- 
gonce department.

Naval Gun Was Foundation. 


To begin on the sup'r-cannon, the 


Germans took a wornout lo-inch naval 
gun, .30 feet in length. 
It was bored 


out and a very heavy tube with an in- 
side diameter of S.3 inches was insert- 
ed, w i t h about 40 feet of it projecting 
bevond the end of the original gun. 
Over that another hoop was shrunk 
and locked to the forward hoop. There 
also was a patch of 19.7 feet, which 
was attached at the muzzle of the 
gun. 


The boie of the gun was treated to 


a 
uniform 
rilling, 
the 
lanes 
and 


grooves which impart a rotary motion 
to the projectile. The six-meter sec- 
tion of the Rim at the muzzle, how- 
ever, was unrilled, probably designed 
to steady the projectile and defeat its 
slight tendency to "tumble" or yaw 
and fail to travel directly to its mark. 
Such "tumbling" is caused by the con- 
Ilict of two forces, one spinning the 
projectile to the right, the other send- 
ing it forward. Such a force Had to be 
obviated as the shell had to travel up- 
ward 24 miles on its arc in order to 
cover the horizontal distance of 75 
mi'es'. 


Clever Expedient to Prolong Lffe. 
The life of the giant gun, which was 


318,000 pounds in weight and 122 feet 
long, under the heavy pressure ef Its 
high velocity projectile was very lim- 
ited. 
But when the Germans found 


the span of the gun amounted to only 
50 pounds they hit upon a clever ex- 
pedient. They bored out the 21-centi- 
meter tube, which was very thick, to 
•J4 centimeters, and later to 26 centime- 
ters, giving it just so much aiore life 
at each caliber, with only a change to 
larger ammunition required. The shell 
hurled by the cannon weighed 264 
pounds and was 10 inches in length.

was found that tractors were operated 
successfully in what would be termed 
unfavorable as well as favorable sea- 
sons, which would tend to show their 
general adaptability. 


While the section covered is rough- 


ly called the corn belt, farm practices 
are not uniform throughout the re- 
gion. 
In most parts of the eastern 


corn-belt states commercial fertilizers 
and lime are used, these being ap- 
plied by horse-pulled distributors. In 
preparing the land for orops all the 
ground may be plowed, or the small 
grain may be seeded on the pivuous 
year's corn ground by disking or har- 
rowing, without plowing. 
The latter 


practice reduces work for horses or 
tractor In the busy season. Whether 
most of the plowing is done in the fall 
or only a small part, and the rest in 
the spring, depends largely on loca- 
tion. 
Where fall and spring plowing 


are done in about equal amounts on 
individual farms, the tractor is used 
more in the fall than in the spring. 
and horses vice versa. It was found 
that when all the reports obtained 
were grouped together only five more 
operators plowed in the fall than in 
the spring, but the number of acres 
plowed in the fall averaged 23.7 more 
per farm. 
The number of men using 


horses as an auxiliary source of power 
was practically the same in each case. 


Tractor Saves Labor. 


Many farms have woodlands, and as 


these are cleared the tractor is used 
for sawing wood for market, thus in- 
creasing the days of belt operation. 
The scarcity of labor in 1018 ham- 
pered the gathering of crops, and in 
the slates on the eastern edge of the 
corn belt the tractor was used to a 
considerable extent in the hay field, to 
the exclusion ot horses:

Fifty-flve per cent, of the pupils in 
the seven rooms at the High Street 
building, 
Gettysburg, 
are 
suffering 
from diseased tonsils or adenoids, ac­ 
cording to the report of the medical 
inspector which has bsen sent to the 
State Department of Health. Of the 
275 children examined in the first six 
grades, 153 had adenoids or defective 
tonsils. In the third grade in which 
30 or eighty per cent, of the 38 pupils 
examined were found suffering with 
tonsil or a/denoid trouble. Imperfect 
and decayed teeth was found to be the 
most prevalent defect with 80 per cent, 
reported under this classification. Two 
hundred and thirty-six pupils of the 
275 in the building were listed as hav­ 
ing bad teeth.

WAS CLUMSY 


Giant Gun Used for Long-Dis­ 
tance Shelling of Paris No 
New Invention. 


MACE FROM WOflfJOUT GUIS 


Was 122 Feet Long, Weighed 318,000 
Pounds 
and 
Threw 
Projectile 
Weighing 264 Pounds a Dis­ 
tance of 75 Miles. 


Paris. — The 
super-cannon 
with 
which the Germans began shelling 
Paris, March 28, 11)18, was just pieces 
of old, wornout guns put together, in­ 
stead of a startling new invention, ac­ 
cording to American army 
¿illcers, 
who were permitted recently by the 
Germans to visit some of their huge 
armories. 


It was actually just a neat bit of 
patchwork 
that 
startled 
the world 
when the terrific explosions begun det­ 
onating in the streets of the c*ty of 


First American Ship to Bremen 


Paris, although the verdict at that time 
was unanimous that the Germans had 
invented a marvelous new cannon. 


Naval Gun Was Foundation. 


To begin on the sup^r-cannon, the 
Germans took a wornout 15-inch naval 
gun, 5G feet in length. 
It was bored 
out and a very heavy tube with an in­ 
side diameter of 8.8 inches was insert­ 
ed, with about 40 feet of it projecting 
beyond the end of the original gun. 
Over that another hoop was shrunk 
and locked to the forward hoop. There 
also was a patch of 19.7 feet, which 
was attached at fche muzzle of the 
gun. 


The bore of the gun was treated to 
a 
uniform 
rilling, 
the 
lanes 
and 
grooves which impart a rotary motion 
to the projectile. 
The six-meter sec­ 
tion of the gun at the muzzle, how­ 
ever, was unriiled, probably designed 
to steady the projectile and defeat its 
slight tendency to “tumble” or yaw 
and fail to travel directly to its mark. 
Such “tumbling” is caused by the con- 
flict of two forces, one spinning the 
projectile to the right, the other send­ 
ing it forward. Such a force had to be 
obviated as the shell had to travel up­ 
ward 24 miles on its arc In order to 
cover the horizontal* distance of 75 
miles. 


Clever Expedient to Prolong Life. 
The life of the giant gun, which was 
818,000 pounds in weight and 122 feet 
long, under the heavy pressure of it« 
high velocity projectile was very lim­ 
ited. 
But when the Germans found 
the span of the gun amounted to only 
50 pounds they hit upon a clever ex­ 
pedient. They bored out the 21-centi­ 
meter tube, which was very thick, to 
24 centimeters, and later to 2<3 centime­ 
ters, giving it just so much wore life 
at each caliber, with only a change to 
larger ammunition required. The shell 
hurled by the cannon weighed 204 
pounds and was 10 inches in length.

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TRACTORS ARE DISPLACING HORSES 
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One Man and Tractor Doing the Work of One Man and Four Horses. 
I 


Tractor investigations, with special 
reference to the influence of the trac­ 
tor on horse labor, were made in the 
summer and fall of 101S on 101 oorn- 
belt farms*. 
The operators of these 
farms, all tractor owners, were vis­ 
ited by a representative of tlie United 
Stales department of agriculture, and 
detailed information on all farm op­ 
era lions was gathered. 
The inquiry 
covered a full year’s work, so that the 
part played by the tractor might be 
noted in all its relations. 


The investigation was carried on in 
Ohio. Indiana, Illinois. Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska. 
In each of 
these states localities were visited in 
which a large number of tractors were 
in operation. 
The information 
ob­ 
tained, while 
perhaps strictly 
and 
fully applicable only to the farms vis­ 
ited. may hi* taken as a general guide 
as to the results which might be ob­ 
tained in using a tractor on any corn- 
licit farm nf like type and organiza­ 
tion. 


The statements here made and con­ 
clusions drawn are not advanced as 
being tinul, but simply as additions to 
the available information regarding 
farm tractors. 


Range of Conditions. 


To obtain results which would give 
as near a representative average as 
possible, an effort was made to net re­ 
ports covering tractor operations un­ 
der as many different conditions as 
possible, and hence the conditions rep­ 
resented range from adverse to ideal. 
The farms visited ranged from flat to 
hilly. 
The 
soils 
varied 
from 
the 
heaviest gumbo through all the vari­ 
ous loams to light, drifting, sandy 
soils. 
Some of the gumbo soils now 
under cultivation on these farms were 
formerly unproductive, owing to the 
inability of horses to plow the soils. 
With the introduction of the tractor, 
this land has come under cultivation 
and Is now yielding big returns. 
It

was found that tractors were operated 
successfully in what would be termed 
unfavorable as well as favorable sea­ 
sons, which would tend to show their 
general adaptability. 


While the section covered is rough­ 
ly called the corn belt, farm practices 
are not uniform throughout the re­ 
gion. 
In most parts of the eastern 
corn-belt states commercial fertilizers 
and lime are used, these being ap­ 
plied by horse-pulled distributors. 
In 
preparing the land for crops all the 
ground may be plowed, or the small 
grain may be seeded on the previous 
year’s corn ground by disking or har­ 
rowing, without plowing. 
The latter 
practice reduces work for horses or 
tractor In the busy season. 
Whether 
most of the plowing Is done in the fall 
or only a small part, and the rest in 
the spring, depends largely on loca­ 
tion. 
Where fall and spring plowing 
are done In about equal amounts on 
individual farms, the tractor is used 
more in the fall than in* the spring, 
and horses vice versa. 
It was found 
that when all the reports obtained 
were grouped together only five more 
operators plowed In the fall than In 
the spring, but the number of acres 
plowed In the fall Qveraged 23.7 more 
per farm. The number of men using 
horses as an auxiliary source of power 
was practically the same in each case. 


Tractor Saves Labor. 


Many farms have woodlands, and as 
these are cleared the tractor is used 
for sawing wood for market, thus In­ 
creasing the days of belt operation. 
The scarcity of labor in 1018 ham­ 
pered the gathering of crops, and in 
the states on the eastern edge of the 
corn belt the tractor was used to a 
considerable extent in the hay field, to 
the exclusion of horses: 


As corn is the principal crop in this 
region, the effect of the tractor on 


horse labor will be more noticeable 
in the case of this crop than that of 
any other crop grown, the average 
acreage of corn per farm of those vis­ 
ited being S3.5 acres, which is 32 per 
cent of the tillable area of these 
farms. 
The remaining crops grown 
on these farms, in order of crop acre­ 
age, are: 
Wheat, hay, oats, barley 
and rye. 


Only the physical relationship of 
tractor power to horsepower has been 
considered, and no attempt is made 
here to compare the relative costs of 
doing work by these sources of power, 
Tiie number of horse* displaced on 
these farms is also shown, but no in­ 
ference has been drawn as to whether 
the work is being done more cheaply 
as a result of the change. 


Summary of Retxjlts. 


Briefly summarized, these are the 
principal facts brought out or em­ 
phasized by this study: 


1. The number of horses disposed 
of on Ml farms averaging 
acres, 
on which tractors had been used for a 
year or over, was 2U per farm. 


2. The average number of tillable 
acres per horse increased from 2(5% to 
3S% after the purchase of the tractor. 


3. Nine operators' out of 101 dis­ 
placed horses entirely on plowing, 
disking and harrowing. 


4. Only 10 operators allowed their 
horses to stand idle while the tractor 
was in use. 


5. The number of horses displaced 
by the tractors on these farms was 
governed by the number it was nec­ 
essary to retain for corn cultivation 
and other work current at the same 
ttoe, which the tractor could not do. 


G. The horses remaining on these 
farms are doing about 75 per cent of 
the tractive work and tractors the re­ 
mainder. 


7. The tractor was used for an av­ 
erage of 29 ten-hour days per year on 
the home farm. 
No record of the 
amount of custom work done was ob­ 
tained. 


8. A three-plow tractor on these 
farms does the work of S% horses in 
plowing, disking, harrowing and har­ 
vesting. 


9. After purchasing the tractor, the 
average size of the farms was in­ 
creased by 22 acres, or 0 1-3 per cent. 


10. The principal advantage of a 
tractor is its ability to do heavy w’ork 
in a shorter time than it can be done 
with horses.

Farmer Should Sort According to 
Size and Quality.

Grade Specifications Recommended by 
Bureau of Markets Have Bene­ 
fited Farmers Materially Where 
Practiced, 


When a farmer orders a box of bolu 
of a certain make and size he does 
not expect to find a thin layer of the 
bolts specified on the top of the box 
and assorted bolts underneath. In the 
world of commerce a 
marufacturer 
who pursued such practices 
would 
soon be bankrupt. 


The same principle applies to the 
sale of farnf products, say specialists 
of the bureau of markets, 
United 
States department of agriculture Be­ 
fore sending produce to market the 
farmer should sort It as to quality and 
size. 
The bureau of markets from 
time to time has recommended grade 
specifications for various 
products, 
and wherever these recommendations 
have been followed satisfaction and 
increased monetary returns have gen­ 
erally resulted. For instance, it is es­ 
timated that in 1010 the potato grow­ 
ers in Virginia increased their profit 
a half million dollars by grading their 
produce. Similar results are being ob­ 
tained In other states.

ill'] commonest fornì of foot trou- 
ble is that wlilch the laity speak 1 
of as "flat-foot," or "fallen arches." a 
condition which is, in fa<'t. nearly al- 
ways caused by bad posture, by mus- 
cles \veakened through lack of proper 
exercise, and especially l)y the use of 
.«iboes of poor type which limit muscle 
action, esi)ecially action of the toes, 
and gives a faulty weight distribution 
on the foot. 


When the barefoot snvage walks, his 
foot "toeN in," and the toes grasp the 
ground at each step. 
In consequence 
of this, the leg muscles, whose ten- 
dons run back of tlie inner ankle bone 
and are hltclied to the sole and the 
toes, are strong and elastic from use 
and hold np the aivh of the foot. 


AVIth stilt shoes, especially with tight 
or short one.s. the action of the toes 
Ia limited or even stopjied, and 
the 
muscles 
consequently 
lose 
elasticity 
and tone. 


If one stands much and walks lit- 
tle. all the muscles of the leg and 
foot lose strength. 


If one toes out In walking cr stand- ' 
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ing (as is easy in a stiff shoe) 
the 
strain on weak muscles Is increased: 
moreover, there i.9 a slacking up of 
.support on tlie inner side of the ankle 
and a rolling over inward (not really 
a falling) of the arch, with the resulf 
of lameness In the arch and In many 
other places from strain, 
Kvery foot can be rolled over In- 
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ward—If there were no roll in or out 
we could not walk in rough g r o u n d - 
but this should nut be the usual posi- 
tion, 
Certain ra:es and certain peo- 
ple, to be sure, have low' arches natu- 
rally, but without foot trouble, Never- 
theless a foot which habitually roils in- 
ward In standing Is never natural.

S U M M E R T I M E . 


This probably as much as anything 
else will give some Idea of the state 
of mind of the Western Canada farm- 
er, as he watches the tally from the 
thrashing machine while his wheat is 
being carried to the elevator. 


From ail sections of the country, 
the most optimistic reports are 
re- 
ceived. the local and city papers are 
filled with reports from twenty to thir- 
ty bushels of wheat to the acre, while 
in some places oats are showing a rec- 
ord of as high as V^O bushels to the 
acre. 


Referring to Saskatchewan, it is con- 
fidently expected that the wheat yield 
will be n ea rl y 125 mill i on bush el s. 
Heavy rains which fell in districts that 
did not promise so well in July, had 
greatly improved the prospects there, 
and there is no question that paying 
yields will be produced. 
The yields 
in the eastern part of the province 
may not show to the advantage that 
will those of the western part, but 
too much cannot he said of this, for It 
Is the results as they come from the 
machine, and often these prove happily 
deeeptive. 


There is now every reason to helievê 
that the wheat crop of the three prai- 
rie provinces will approach 250 mil- 
lion bushels. 


Alberta will exceed the 70 million 
bi:shels that had been looked for. The 
average 
yield 
will 
be 
considerably 
higher than it has been in the province 
in 
any 
of 
the 
last 
four 
years. 
The Department of Agriculture in a 
recent report gave the opinion that it 
cannot fall below twenty-two bushels 
to the acre, and that It might easily 
pass 
the 
twenty-five 
bushel 
mark. 
Most of the wheat in the province 
when the report was written, stood 
well up to three feet high, and on 
some fields was still higher. 
The re- 
port goes on that In parts of South- 
ern Alberta forty and fifty bushels to 
the acre yields will not be uueommon, 
while there will be a good many yields 
of from thirty to thirty-five bushels 
to the acre. 


In the northwest part of the prov- 
ince. in the country surroundinf^ Bat- 
tleford and adjacent to the Canadian 
National Railway line to Lioydminster, 
and south the crops are excellent and 
the yield will be heavy. 


A larger than average wheat crop 
is being thrashed In Manitoba. It has 
been estimated 
that the total 
yield 
of the three provinces will not be less 
than 225,000,000 bushels, and ft may 
be tliat somewhere between 250,000,- 
000 and 300,000,000 bushels will be the 
final figure. 


Onts Is a good crop in all 
three 
provinces. 
This crop has also growft 
rapidly during the last two or three 
weeks. 
Excepting from tbose flelda 
which were sown late for green feed, 
the yield will be heavy and the grain 
excellent.

Paris, although the verdict at that time 
was'unanimous tiiat the Germans had 
invent(»d a marvelous new cannon. 


Naval Gun Was Foundation. 


To begin on tiio sup^r-cannon, the 
Germans took a wornout 15-inch naval 
gun, 5G foot in length. 
It was bored 
out and a very heavy tube with an In- 
side diameter of 8.8 inches was insert- 
ed. with abont 40 feet of it projecting 
hoyond the end of tho original gun. 
Over that another hoop was shrunk 
and locked to tho forward hoop. There 
also was a patch of 19.7 feet, which 
was attached 
at the muzzle of the 
gun. 


The bore of tho gun was treated to 
a 
uniform 
rilling, 
the 
lanes 
and 
grooves which impart a rotary motion 
to the projectile. 
The six-meter sec- 
tion of the gun at the muzzle, how- 
ever, was unriiled, probably designed 
to steady the projectile and defeat its 
slight tendency to "tumble" or yaw 
and fail to travel directly to its mark. 
Such "tumbling" is caused by the con- 
llict of two forces, one spinning the 
projoctile to the right, the other send- 
ing it forward. Such a force Had to be 
obviate<I as the shell had to travel up- 
ward 24 niile.s on Its arc in order to 
cover the horizontal distance of TR 
miles. 


Clever Expedient to Prolong Life. 
The life of the giant gun, which was 
318,000 pounds in weight and 122 feet 
long, under the heavy pressure of Its 
liigh velocity projectile was very lim- 
ited. 
But when the Germans found 
the span of the gun amounted to only 
50 pounds they liit upon a clever ex- 
pedient. 
They bored out the 21-centi- 
meter tube, which was very thick, to 
24 centimetei's, and later to 26 centime- 
ters, giving it just so much wore life 
at each caliber, wltlv only a change to 
larger ammunition required. The shell

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TRACTORS ARE DISPLACING HORSES 


One Man and Tractor Doing the Work of One Man and Four Horses. 
» 


Tractor investigations, with special 
reference to the Influence of the trac- 
tor on horse labor, were ujade in the 
summer and fait of lOlS on 101 corn- 
belt fanuis. 
The operators of lliese 
farms, nil tractor owners, were vis- 
ited l>y a representative of the Unlteil 
States department of agricuiture, and 
(letiiiled information on all fann op- 
erail(/ns was gathered. 
Tlie 
inquiry 
covered a full year's work, so tliat the 
IMirt i)lnyed by the tractor miKht bo 
noted in all its relations. 


The investigation was carried on in 
Ohio. Indiana, Illinois. Iowa. Alissduri» 
Kansas and 2\'ebrasUa. 
In e:u'h of 
these slates lociiliti(\s were visited in 
which a large uumlier of tractors were 
in 
operation. 
The information ob- 
tained, 
while 
perhaps 
strictly and 
fully applicable only to the farms vis- 
ited, may ho taken as a general guide 
as to tlie results which might be ob- 
tained in using a tractor on any c(»rn- 
helt farm of like type and organiza- 
tion. 


The statements here made and con- 
clusions drawn are not advunc(»d as 
lieiiig final, but simply as addUionsi to 
the 
available 
information 
rei^jarding 
farm tractors. 


Range of Conditions. 


To obtain results which would give 
as near a repre.ientative average as 
possible, an effort was made to i:ct re- 
ports covering tractor operations un- 
der as many different conditions as 
[lossible, and hence the conditions rep- 
resented range from adverse to ideal. 
Tlie farms visited ranged from flat to 
hilly. 
The soils 
varied 
from the 
heaviest gumbo through all the vari- 
ous loams to light, drifting, 
sandy 
soils. 
Some of the gumbo soils now 
under cultivation on these farms were 
formerly unproductive, owing to the 
inal>inty of horses to plow the soils. 
With the introduction of the tractor, 
this land has come under cultivation 
and Is now yielding big returns.

was found that tractors were operated 
successfully in what would be termed 
unfavorable as well as favorable sea- 
sons, which would tend to show their 
general adaptability. 


While the section covered Is rough- 
ly called the corn belt, farm practices 
are not uniform throughout the re- 
gion. 
In most parts of the eastern 
corn-belt states commercial fertilizers 
and iime are used, these being ap- 
plied by horse-pulled distributors. 
In 
preparing the land for crops all the 
ground may be plowed, or the small 
grain may he seeded on the previous 
year's corn ground by disking or hai*- 
wwing, without plowing. 
The latter 
practice reduces work for horses or 
tractor In the busy season. 
Whether 
most of the plowing is done in the fall 
or only a small part, and the rest In 
the spring, depends largely on Ibca- 
tion. 
Where fall and spring plowing 
are done in about equal amounts on 
individual farms, the tractor is used 
more in the fall than in* the spring, 
and horses vice versa. 
It was found 
that when all the reports 
obtained 
were grouped together only five more 
operators plowed In the fall than In 
the spring, but the number of acres 
plowed in the fall jjveraged 23.7 more 
per farm. The number of men using 
horses as an auxiliary source of power 
was practically the same in each case. 


Tractor Saves Labor. 


Many farms have woodlands, and as 
these are cleared the tractor ig used 
for sawing wood for markpt, thus in- 
creasing the daj'S of belt operation. 
The scarcity of labor In 1918 ham- 
pered the gathering of crops, nnd in 
the states on the eastern edge of the 
corn belt the tractor was used to a 
considerable extent in the hay field, to 
the exclusion of liorses: 


As corn is the principal crop in this 
region, the effect of the tractor on 


horse labor will be more notlceal^le 
in the case of this crop than that of 
any other crop grown, the average 
acreage of corn per farm of those vis- 
ited being S3.5 acres, which is 
per 
cent of the tillable 
area of 
thi^e 
farms. 
The remaining crops 
grown 
on ih(»Re farms, in order of t»rop acre- 
age, are : 
AVheat, hay, oats, barley 
and rye. 


Only the physical 
relationship of 
tractor power to horsepower has been 
i'tuisidi^rei], nnd no attempt is made 
here to compare the relative costs tif 
doing work by thes(> sources of power. 
Thr 
number of horsiw displaced on 
these farms is also shown, but no In- 
ference has been drawn as to whether 
the work is being done more cheaply 
as a result of the change. 


Summary of Recruits. 


Rrieily summarized, these are the 
principal 
facts brought out or em- 
phasized by this study: 


1. The number of horses 
disposed 
of on Ml farms averaging 
acres, 
on which tractors had been used for a 
year or over, was 
per farm. 


2. The average number of tillable 
acres per horse increased from 
to 


after the purclmse of the tractor. 


3. Nine operators' out of 191 dis- 
placed 
horses 
entirely 
on plowing, 
disking and harrowing. 


4. Only 10 operators allowed their 
hor.sos to stand idle while the tractor 
was in use. 


5. The number of horses displaced 
by the tractors on these f a n n s was 
governed by the number It was nec- 
es.snry to retain for corn cultivation 
and other work current at the same 
t w e , which the tractor could not do. 


6. The hor.«;es remaining on these 
farms nro doing about 75 per cent of 
the tractive work and tractors the re- 
mainder. 


7. The tractvor was used for an av- 
erage of 29 ten-hour days per year on 
the home farm. 
No record of the 
amount of custom work done was ob- 
tained. 


8. A three-plow 
tractor 
on these 
farms does the work of S^^ horses in 
plowing, disking, harrowing and har- 
vesting. 


9. After purchasing the tractor, the 
average size of the farms was In- 
creased by 22 acres, or G 1-3 per cent. 


10. The principal 
advantage of a 
tractor Js its ability to do heavy work 
In a shorter time than it can be done 
with horses.

When a farmer orders a box of holu 
of a certain make and size he does 
not expect to find a thin layer of the 
bolts specified on the top of the box 
and jjs.sorted bolts underneath. In the 
world of connnerce a 
marufacturer 
who pursued such 
practices 
would 
soon be banknjpt. 


The .same principle applies to iJie 
sale of farnf produets. say speeialists 
of the bureau of 
markets, 
United 
States department of agriculture Be- 
fore sending produce to nmrket the 
farmer should sort it as to quality and 
size. 
The bureau of njarkets from 
time to lime has recommended grade 
specifications for various 
products, 
and wherever these recommendntions 
have been followed satisfaction and 
increased monetary returns have gen- 
erally resulted. For instance, it is es- 
tinjated that In 1019 the potato grow- 
ers In Virginia increased tiielr profit 
a lialf million dollars by grading their 
produce, 
SlmilaJ* results are being ob- 
tained in other states.
